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POLICE BATTLE 
WITH STRIKERS 


Eight C.P.R. Constables Wounded, 
Three Fatally, in Fight With 
‘Strikers at Fort William. 


SCARLET FEVER EPIDEMIC 


In Lachine—Eighteen Cases Quaran- 
tined—A Doctor's Report. 


Montreal, Que., Aag. 11.—A serious 
outbreak of scarlet fever is reported 
trom Lachine, whete eighteen cases 
é now quarantined, One death oc- 
curred today, a child of two and a 
half years. It is feported by the 
health authorities that the epedimic 
is suspected to have been caused by 
the neglect of a doctor to report a 
case of scarlet fever last May, with 
the result that the house was never 
quarantined nor fumigated. An in- 
vestigated is being held and if this 
is found to be the case criminal act- 
ion will follow. 


Fort William, Ont., Aug. 12—Short- 
ly after noon today a battle royal ¢9c- 
cuffed between the Canadian Pacific 
tailway special constables and the 
striking truckers. Shots flew thick 
auand fast and eight men were wound. 
ed. The trouble arose when the con- 
stables tried to return to their work 
after lunch, the strikers refusing to 
let them go back to their posts, One 
of the consttables pulled a gun and 
then the trouble started and guns ap- 
peared as if by magic. 

The police fired and a man dropped. 
In a second men appeared from every 
doorway and a fusilade of revolver 
shots were directed at the Canadian 
Pacific police. As far as can be as- 
Géttained cight of the C. P. R. police 
were wounded, three of them fatally, 
while at least three of the strikers 
were hit by the bullets of the 
police, 

The wounded were, as iar as can 
be ascertained, Sergt. Taylor, city 
police force, slight; C. M. Dickenson, 
Daily Times-Journal, slightly; Chief 
of Canadian Pacific Police Ball, seri- 
ously injured in the abdomen; Con- 
stable Carpenter, knee broken; Jack 
Lake, slightly. Dickenson is a well 
kpown newspaper man, 

The riot act will be read this after- 
noon and the militia called out if the 
trouble continues. 


NO CLUE TO MURDERER. 


Girl Struggled, With Assailant and 
Was Choked to Death. 
Rochester, N.Y., Aug. 12—After 


night of ceaseless activity the police 
thie morning were without a definite 
cluc to the identity of the murderer 
of I7year-cld Anna Schumacher, 
whose body was discovered yesterday 
morning in a shallow grave near 
Holy Sepulchre cemetery. » The au- 
topsy on the body, completed Just 
night, proved beyond doubt that crim- 
inf» assquit was'the motive for the 
crime, and that the:victim fought her 
assailant with all her strength, suc- 
cumbing only when his fingers closed 
about her throat, and strangled her 
to death:, 

At 10 o’clock this morning the cor- 
oner opened an inquest on the case. 
Relatives of the dead girl, the con- 
stable who discovered the body, peo- 
ple who saw the girl going to and in 
the cemetery on Saturday afternoon, 
had been subpoenaed to appear. 

Employees of the cemetery arith of 
St. Bernard’s seminary which is locat- 
ed near the burial ground, also were 
summoned, If any employee of eith- 
er of these institutions had anything 
to do with the girl’s death the fact is 
likely to come out at today’s pro- 
ceedings before the coroner, 

District Attorney Widner will con- 
duct the examination of witnesses 
and city and county detectives will 
be on hand to listen to the testimony 
and seize upon any bit of informa- 
tion that may furnish a possible clue 
to the identity of the murderer, ‘The 
missing employee of St. Barnard’s 
seminary has been located,, The man 
leit work on Saturday morning and 
is under treatment in a local hospital 
for ivy poison. No suspicion attaches 
to him as he left the locality before 
the girl went to the cemetery.

He admits the k° ‘ay 
and says he wil vell the particulacs 
when he is placed on triai, Ostby, 
Who was a wealthy man, was s!'ow 
in the payment of the tuneral mi 
and yesterday received a note irom 
the undert#tker threatening suit un- 
less he discharged the indebtedness 
at once. His threat greatly agitated 
Mrs. Ostby’s feelings, and it 1s said 
she reproached her husband for pet 
mitting such a condition to exist as 
might result to bringing him adhe 
court over a matter as sacred @ 
death of their child. Bitter words 
are said to have followed and Mrs, 
Ostby left the house and went to 
visit relatives for the remainder of 
the day. 

What transpired in her absence is 
not known definitely, but the father 
and son were heard quarreling” and 
during the argument the boy was 
heard to exclaim that his mother 
should not be made to stand  suclt 
treatinent. Ostby’s young daughter 
went upstairs to the room in which 
they were und attempted to quiet 
them and found the door locked. A 
few minutes after there was the re- 
port of a revolver and she heard a 
body fall to the floor, She ran to 
a neighbor, but before any one ar 
rived the police were on the scene. 
The boy, who had just slain his 
father, telephoned for them.

“All the victims were unmarried 
men, most of them strangers in the 
city, Garrett and MeKay, two young 
Englishmen, had arrived the previous 
day from Calgary to work on the new 
Roman Catholic church as cement 
layers. They were found together on 
the remains of a mattress. They had 
occupied one bed, and were evidently 
smothered in their sleep. 

The remains of the victims were in 
a frightial condition, The limbs in 
many instances were burned  com- 
pletely away, and nothing but black 
ened and charred masses remained, 
jeuving but little likeness to human- 
ity to be seen.

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CLOUDBURST IN 
THE MOUNTAINS 


High Water in Northern Rivers 
Due to this. Gold Prospectors 
Return to City 


Word has been repeatedly received 
from travellers in the north of the 
tremendous floods in the tributaries 


of the Athabasca, and in the Atha- 
busca itself, during the month of 
July. Prospectors have been in dan- 


ger of losing their lives in croasing 
the streams, survey parties have been 
camped for days on the banks of rush- 
ing torrents unable to cross, and at 
ieast two voyagers on the Athabasca 
have lost their lives on account of the 
mad rush of waters. 

An explanation for this has been 


offered by Wm. Fo"Kaeche and Harry 
Sommer, gold prospectors in the 
Yellowhead district, who have return- 
ed to Edmonton after an absence of 
several ménihs. They say that on 
the night of Jaly 7th an extraordinary 
cloudburst was general all thfcugh 
the mountains. The rain melted all 
the snow on the mountain sides and 
transformed‘ the little streams into 
ragittg rivers, which it was impossible 
at times to cross. The prospectors 
were on their return trip at the time 
and were not only in danger them- 
atives, but met several travellers on 
the watery trail, who had some thrill 
ing experiences. 
Located Valuable Claims. 

Last year Messrs. Kaeche and Som- 
mer spent several months in the 
mountains and located valuable gold, 
silver and mica claims. Additional 
finds were made this year,and on the 
return deposits of steam coal were 
found this side of the Alberta boun 
dary, also some very fair goki quartz. 
The coal is between the anthracite 
and bituminous ia quality and has 
been declared by C.N.R. and G.T.P. 
engineers to be the best they had ever 
seen. The men intend to return to 
the coal claim within a few weeks, to 
take some steps towards developing 
it. They count on_ their mineral 
claims being very valuable when the 
G.T.P. is completed through to the 
Yellowhead. 

Railway Activity. 

“There is great railway activity 
west of Wolf Creek,” ssid Mr. Som- 
mers, “Between the Creek and Big 
Eddy, a distance of twenty-two miles, 
we saw gangs of men clearing away 
the brush, building roads, bridging 
creeks and corduroying the sloughs 
and muskegs where necessary. This 
has made travel a great deal easier 
and will mean much to the grading 
gangs which follow later. From Big 
Eddy to the Yellowhead there are 
very few muskegs to be encountered, 
so progress should be rapid,” 

“We met Rev. Mr. Kenney on July 
i4th at Moberley’s settlement on the 
Athabasca,” said Mr. Sommers. He 
has twice attempted the ascent of the 
mountain and will probably be suc 
eesstul this time. He expected to 
establish a permanent camp at the 
base of the mountain and to make a 
two days’ dash for the summit on Aug 
ust Ist. He fell in with a man nam 
ed Phillips at Moberley’s, so is not 
alone. . The two have a silk Union 
Jack Which they expect to wave on 
the summit. The mountain is 13,706 
feet high and has hitherto never been 
sealed, Mr. Kenney will be back in 
Edmonton in about two weeks’ time 
if his ascent has proved successful.” 

Speaking of the experiences on the 
return trip, the prospectors said that

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YORK STARTED 


ON G.T.P. SHOPS| 


Roundhouse and Machine Shop Will 
Be Located at Western Edge of 
Railway's Property. 


Work commenced this morning on 
the construction of the $75,000 work- 
shops and round house which are to 
be built by the G. T, P. on the pro- 
perty to the north of the city. 

The location of the railway build- 
ings has been a matter of great in- 
terest to Edmonton citizens and es- 
pecially to the owners of northern 
sub divisions, It transpired this 
morning when the work of exeavatin 
began, that the location of the ror | 
house and shops will be on the west- 
erly side of the G. T. P, property, im- 
mediately adjoining the Hagman es- 
tate. 

J. G. Porteous, representative of the 
contractors, Carter, Hall & Adlinger, 
of Winnipeg, had a gang of men at 
work today clearing off the site and 
preparing for the excavation work. 
Spur lines of the G. T. P. will have 
to be laid to facilitate the work of 
construction in getting in materials. 

The plans for the machine shops 
and round house show a large build- 
ing, only part of which will be built 
at present. The machine shop ad- 
joins the round house and is to be 
180 feet in length by 60 in width. The 
engine house when the full round is 
completed will be one of 44 stalls with 
a radius of 196 feet, 6 inches from 
the centre of the turn table to the 
circumference of the wall. A section 
of 18 stalls, each 26 feet 9 1-2 inches 
in breadth at the outer margin, will 
be constructed at the first building. 

On Tour of inspection. 

Collingwood Schreiber, govermment 
inspector of railroad construction,and 
B. B. Kelliher, chief engineer of the 
G. T. P., leave this afternoon on 
saddle horses on a tour of inspection 
of the G. T. P. grade as far west as 
the Macleod river and probably some 
distance beyond to the Yellowhead 
Pass, 

The chief engineer arrived over the 
C. N. R. this morning ir6m 'Winni- 
pee and joined M:. @chreiber,who hug 

een awaiting him here since Satur- 
day last, 

On the return of the party, the two 
engineers will proceed to Prince Rup- 
ert via Vancouver, and make a tour 
of inspection over the line from that 
point. 


BATTLESHIP DESIGNER COMING 


Sir William White, a Celebrated Con 
structor, Will Address British As- 
sociation. 


Montreal, Aug. 11.—Sir Wm. White 
formerly chief constructor for the mrit. 
ish admiralty, and the responsible 
designer of all His Majesty's ship: 
from 1885 to 1902, when he resigned 
owing to ill health, arrived in Mon- 
treal today and lunched with Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy. 

He is going to Winnipeg to preside 
in the engineering section of the Brit 
ish association meeting, where he 
will give an address dealing with the 
important jinfluence of engineering 
on the doundation and development «1 
the colonies, e#pecially Canada. 

He will also discuss the question oi 
economy in the cost of oversea trans- 
port, and of increase in the sped 
and dimensions of ships, and in par 
ticular will illustrate the intimate 
connection between a powerful war 
fleet and the department of mercan- 
tile shipping and commerce, as well 
as the necessity for treating the roya! 
navy as an imperial concern to whic 
all self-governing colonies should con- 
tribute. 

In an interview Sir William said he 
considered the two power standard 
absolutely necessary for the British 
navy. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH PEAT, 


Federal Government to Make Full In- 
vestigation of This Fuel, 


Ottawa, Aug, 11-—-The government 
hus begun the creation of an experi- 
menetal station for peat. This sta- 
tion is situated on the southern out- 
skirts of the elty, and the first ex- 
periments will be with peat blocks 
manufactured at Alfred, Ont., where 
there is an excellent peat bog. 

The experimental station, which is 

under the care of Dr. Haanel, Do- 
minion superintendent of mines, and 
is iashioned upon the principle of 
those in Nerway and Sweden,will pro- 
vide tests tor the epplication of peat 
as a fuel, for instance its value in the 
household will be examined and from 
that all the long way to its uses for 
smelting. 
Experts state that the supply of 
n Canada for fuel may be meas- 
while the supply of peat is 
possibly unlimited, herefore, im- 
mediate experiments with the latter 
are calculated to place the Dominien 
in possession of probably an everlust- 
ing and wholly adequate iuel,

with sails partly set by the blast of 
the hurricane which prevailed, 


It was evident something wae seri- 
ously wrong on board, The vessel 
ploughed her way into the bay and 


struck on the beach, sevéral hundred 
yards from shore. Waves broke over 
the ship anda rescue party was sent 
out. There was no boat that could 
live in the storm and those on shore 
did not put off to the wreck. Tht ves- 
sel was the “Myrtle.” The supposi 
tion is that the captain, finding that 
he was ashore, ordered hie men te 
take to the boats, which were swamp 
ed, 
Fierciest Gale of Year. 

Annapolis, N.8., Aug. 11.—One of 
the fiercest gales that has visited the 
Bay of Fundy coast this year raged 
here for several hours this morning 
and the damage reported is heavy. 
Grain and corn crops have in many 
socaliues been totally ruined while 
other crops have suffered to a lesser 
extent, Many of the orchards are re- 
ported to have been completely wreck- 
ed by the gale and large quantities 
of apples were blown off. 


DROWNED IN THE VERMILION 


John Welch Loses Life While Bath. 
ing With Companions, 


Vermilion, Alta, Aug. 11.—John 
Welch, a native af Listoweil, Ont., 
was drowned in the Vermilion river 
at 7 o'clock this evening while bath- 
ing with a companion, Eric Richard- 
son. Welch was formerly with the . 
J. Whitla people of Winnipeg, and 
came to Vermilion six weeks ago to 
take charge of the Western Canada 
frading Campany’s Affairs, now in 
difficulties, Richardson is an em- 
ployee of the same firm>~This evening 
the two went swimming together in a 
bend of the river just north of the 


town. Welch had éwam across and 
back again at a place where the 
stream is about 200 feet wide, He 


and Richardson then struck out from 
shore, but Kichardson turned back. 
When he looked around Welch's 
hands were sticking above the water. 
Richardson tried to resue him, but 
being a poor swimmer was unable to 
reach him. Search parties have been 
out all evening, but at 10.30 had not 
recovered the body. As Welch waa a 
good swimmer, it is believed that he 
must have taken cramps or paralysis 
of some kind, He has no relatives in 
this country aa far as ie known,

Wheat Driving Out.the Cattle. Al- 
Gi berta May yet Import Her own 
’ Beef, says P. Burns.

And this ig the burden of the warn- 
ing, “Take heed, ere it be too late, 
or in three years, perhaps in two 
years, Alberta will be compelled so 
import its beef for local consumption. 
Importing beef into Alberta will mean 
that house-holders will pay two and 
three cents per pound more than they 
do now for their. meat.” 

A few years ago Alberta wag we 
home of immense herds of cattle. 
There were then many ranching com- 
panies, each shipping annually from 
one to four thousand head of cattle. 
At the time, like today, there were 
two sources of demand—local ¢on- 
sumption and doreign markets; but 
then the population was smal! and 4 
large proportion of the cattle was sx- 
ported. Indeed, this province was 
considered a factor in supplying for- 
eign markets. 

Ranchers Have Paseed. 

Today things are changed, Ranch- 
ing companies have ceased operations, 
No longer are the lumbering, swaying 
herds of branded cattle tramping over 
the prairies. A blade of grase has 
risen from the soil and made wheat 
king. In its splendor of gold wheat 
has banished the herds of cattle and 
has fenced grazing ranges. It haa *e- 
tablished a prosperous realm in which 
every farmer is ite subject. 

Dazzled by dollar wheat, many 
farmers are now selling their stock 
to make room for more whert. There 
in lies the danger of which Mr. Burns 
gives warning. If farmers continue 
to sell their breeding stock, Alberta 
will no longer be in a position to ¢x- 
port cattle, jt will no longer be in a 
position to supply the dw s of 
home consumption; on the dontrary, 
it will be dorced to import beef for 
its rapidly increasing population, 

Mr. Burns has been in the cattle 
business for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Like Hon. Frenk Oliver, “e 
vividly recalls the bumps of Red Riv- 
er carts driving over the prairies, He 
knows the cattle business from Alpha 
to Omega. He knows every pulse- 
beat of the market, His accurate fore- 
casting of conditions has brought him 
wealth, Withal, Mr. Burns haa re- 
mained one of the people, beeause 
while shrewd, he is generous, ang 
while laboring for his own success, Le 
has helped others to prosperity, 

In the interest of farmers, Mr. 
Burns says, “Keep your cows for 
breeding. We are today ahtapene cat- 
tle which should be kept at home. If 
stocks are thus depicted, in three 
years’ time we wilt be forced to im- 
port beef into Alberta,” 

Matter of Precaution, 

Mr. Burns’ warning by no means 
implies that darmers should return 
to the days of ranching, when the 
brand of a firm appearel on the flanks 
of ten thousand cattle. It ig merely 
that they begin, or continue, stock 
raising systematically, “It is not 
wise,” Mr. Burnes says, “for a farm. 
er to put all his land into wheat or 
root crops.” Even when a farmer 
follows a rotary system to protect his 
soil it may be that certain years the 
crop may fail, The farmer should 
then have something ‘to fall back on, 
and nothing will provide the full 
measure of protection needed in those 
days of distress as the stock raised 
and ready for market. 

“Today,” Mr. Burns says. “some 
farmers want to sell all their cattle 
to be relieved of the trouble of cariag 
for them. They say, ‘I am crowded 
out and want my land for grain.’ 
This is a ridiculous statement ‘when 
the country is full of grass, If a 
farmer keeps only a few eattle, 0 
as to be in a position to sell even ten 
head a year, he would realize a hand- 
some sum yearly, Now listen, what 
would that cost? The cattle graze Ul 
summer and can be carried through 
the winter mouths on straw and rougn 
feed which otherwise would be lost.” 

Shipping the Cows, 

Statistiea corroborate Mr. Burns’ 
statement. Despite greatly increased 
demands in Furope for beef cattle, 
despite a reported shortage of 800,000 
head of cattle in the foreign out-put 
this year from the United States, the 
estimate made by provincial authori- 
ties of available cattle in Alberta for 
shipment to foreign markets in 1909 
is 35,000 less than in 1906. It is an 
astonishing fact that last year, of 61,- 
810 cattle shipped to Europe, 55 per 
cent were females, most of which 
should have been kept here for breed- 
ing. 

A few figures in this connection 
may prove of interest, They show 
the eattle shipped export from this 
section of Canada during the past 
three years, with an estimate of the 
number available this year for for- 
eign markets,
